Civil jury cases tried in Circuit 
Court in the first six months of the 
year outnumber those tried in the 
last six months by virtually two to 
one, it is shown by a Post-Dispatch 
analysis of Circuit Clerk H. Sam 
Priest’s report to the court on a 
survey. 

In previous articles the 
Post-Dispatch has told of the re- 
luctance of the Circuit Judges in 
civil jury divisions to accept cases 
for trial in the latter part of the 
week and of the decline in cases 


disposed of and in the number of 
days on which the judges worked 
in jury trials, The report, cover- 
ing a 10-year period beginning in 
1929, was presented to the Judges 
Monday. 

Sixty-four per cent of the cases 
docketed in Division No. 1 of the 
Court, the assignment division, 
were listed in the January-June 
periods of the last 10 years, while 
36 per cent were docketed in the 
July-December periods. 

These were averages; the propor- 
tion in the first six months, by 
years, ranged from 72 per cent in 
1937 to 61 per cent in 1936 and 
in 1934.

Next Peace Parley at New

WASHINGTON, March 8--The 
A. F. of L. and CIO peace com- 
mittees recessed their first joint 
conference on a settlement of their 
labor differences today with an 
agreement to meet again in New 
York City, March 10. 

Harry C. Bates, a member of the 
American Federation of Labor ne- 


gotiating committee, disclosed the 
action of the conferees in a pre- 


The statement said: 

“The conference made a prelimi- 
nary canvass of its problems and 
met briefly with the Secretary of 


“The conference agreed to recess 
and meet in New York City at 8 
p. m., Friday, March 10, at which 
time it will consider proposals made 
yesterday by the CIO or any other 
suggestions that might be laid be- 
fore it.” 

John L. Lewis, head of the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations 
negotiating committee, suggested 
yesterday a plan for labor peace 
which would combine the nation’s 
major labor organizations in a unit- 
ed labor movement. 

The CIO president appealed to 
the A. F. of L. today for “intelli- 
gent analysis” of his proposal. 

Appeal by Lewis. 

Lewis made his proposal yester- 
day at the opening of peace ne- 
gotiations, held at the request of 
President Roosevelt. 

The A. F. of L. negotiators re- 
jected Lewis’ suggestion for amal- 
gamating the CIO, A. F. of lL. 
and the four railroad  brother- 
hoods into one big union to be 
known as the American Congress 
of Labor. 

Lewis said: 

“We earnestly hope the distin- 
guished representatives of the 
American Federation of Labor will 
give intelligent analysis to our pro- 
posal rather than continually at- 
tack our motives.” 

He would have eliminated Wil- 
liam Green, A. F. of L. president, 
and himself, from office in the new 
organization. 

Across the conference table to- 
day on a neutral meeting ground 
in the Labor “Department, Bates 
replied: 

“The American Federation of 
Labor enters this meeting with an 
earnest desire for an honorable set- 
tlement.” 

Opening Session. 

Both Lewis and Bates made their 
statements for reporters who 
jammed into the conference room 
just before the discussions were be- 
gun behind closed doors. 

The opening session was not ex-| 
pected to result in much more than 
a charting of a course for future 


proceedings. 

Lewis ahd his CIO negotiators, 
Sidney Hillman and Philip Murray, 
said they had arranged to leave this 
afternoon for New York, where 
Lewis and Murray will meet the 
United Mine Workers’ Policy Com- 
mittee tomorrow, in connection 
witb soft coal wage conferences. 

Lewis made his proposal for 
uniting all unions at a conference 
of the CIO-A, F. of L. committees 
with President Roosevelt and Sec- 
retary of Labor Perkins, prelim- 
inary to negotiation sessions. 

Miss Perkins Surprised. 

Secretary Perkins, who spent sev- 
eral months laying the foundation 
for the peace conference, told re- 
porters, after a brief visit with the 
negotiating committees, that she 
was surprised by Lewis’ disclosure 
of his peace plan. 

“Buf life is full of surprises,” she 
said, with a smile. 

‘The Secretary said she talked 
with the committee about mechani- 
eal arrangements for future ses- 
sions. There was some confusion

The A- F. of L. committee refused 
to take Lewis’ plan seriously and 
declared he was “embarrassing” 
the President and using the White 
House for a sounding. board. 

Rail Men Not Consulted. 
Railroad men said they were not 
consulted by Lewis in advance of 
his peace plan disclosure. A. F. 
Whitney, president of the Broth- 
erhood of Railroad Trainmen, said 
at Cleveland that if the labor 
groups wanted to set up a co-opera- 
tive program he thought he could 
go along on that. Other railroad 
labor executives declined to discuss 
the proposal. 

One of the chief Lewis proposals 
called for the retirement of Presi- 
dent William Green of the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor and the 
secretary treasurer, Frank Morri- 
son, on their present salaries for 
life. 

There was no indication that 
Lewis would relinquish his presi- 
dency of the United Mine Workers 
which pays $25,000 a year. Lewis 
draws no salary as head of the 
CIO. The A. F. of L. pays Green 
$12,000 and Morrison $10,000 a year. 


Whitney View on Leader for an 
All-Inclusive Union,

CLEVELAND, March 8.—Presi- 
dent Alexander F. Whitney of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
one of two men named by John L. 
Lewis as “types of executives” to 
head a proposed all-inclusive union, 
said today the prospect of “getting 
together at this time is apparently 
so remote I’m not thinking much 
about it.”

These informants differed as to 
what might have been the fate 
of the ministers if they had been 
caught. 


One Spanish spokesman insisted 
Miaja planned to hand Negrin and 


del Vayo, over to Nationalist Gen- 
eralissimo Francisco Franco, along 
with Republican Generals Modesto 
and Lister, in the hope of getting 
easier terms for peace. 

Others said Miaja planned to 
place the cabinet and the two Gen- 
erals on trial for treason. 


Negrin ‘and his cabinet were 
meeting at the Premier’s private 
villa outside Albacete Sunday night, 
it was said, when a telephone call 
from Madrid informed them a de- 
fense Junta led by Gen. Segismun- 
do Casado, acting for Miaja, had 
taken control. 


Negrin at once telephoned Cas- 
ado and pleaded with him not to 
“ruin our efforts to force an hon- 
orable peace” from the National- 
ists. Casado was said to have told 
Negrin he could no longer accept 
his orders and invited the cabinet 
to Madrid for a conference. 

An Associated Press dispatch 
from Madrid, however, indicated 
Casado had warned one of the min- 
isters not to come to Madrid as he 
would have to arrest him, 

From then until Monday after- 
noon, friends of Negrin said, the 
Premier spent his time telephon- 
ing various military commanders 
throghout Spain to rally them to 
the cabinet but all informed Negrin 
they had gone over to the Defense 
Council. 

Then in the early afternoon Al- 
bacete itself declared for the new 
government and the cabinet fled 
to France. 


La Pasionaria, Communist Leader, 
Arrives in France.

—Dolores Ibarruri, Spanish Com- 
munist leader known as La Pasion.

Rejected; Next Move Will Be 
on Extension of Law. 


Members of the House of Repre-

until the tax was paid. 

The vote on perfection of the 
committee substitute, as a prelimi- 
nary to passage, was 38 ayes and 


‘197 noes, the most decisive defeat of 


a measure of this sort in recent 
sessions. ot 

The House members plainly 
showed they were not in favor of 
any material changes in the pres- 
ent sales-tax law, passed in 1937, 
other than to extend the expiration 
date of the law, now fixed for Dec. 
31, 1939, for two years. 

Rejection of the committee sub- 
stitute now leaves before the House 
an original bill which proposed vir- 
tually complete rewriting of the en- 
forcement regulations to provide far 
more drastic powers, which will be 
killed, and a bill merely extending 
the effective date of the sales-tax 
law for two years. The next move 
will be for perfection and passage 
of this time-extension bill. 

The original bill to re-enact the 
sales tax law contained even more 
dragtic provisions than the com- 
mittee substitute. It was intro- 
duced by Representative V. E. 
Phillips of Kansas City and Roy 
Hamlin of Hannibal. The commit- 
tee substitute rewrote this bill and 
combined it with another measure 
proposing extension of the expira- 
tion date for the tax.

ROOSEVELT “SUNK” 


Ship ‘Torpedoed’ When Get- 
ting President’s Mail at 
Virgin Islands Port. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Ad- 
miral William D. Leahy, chief of 
naval operations, said yesterday 
that the cruiser Houston with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt aboard was theo- 
retically sunk by an “enemy” sub- 
marine in the war games in the 
Caribbean. 

The Houston, Admiral Leahy said, 
was entering the harbor of Char- 
jotte Amalie, Virgin Islands, to 


take aboard mail for the President. 
The submarine attacked just out- 
side the harbor, firing an imagi- 
nary torpedo. 

“Tt sank us very effectively,” 
Leahy said. “The first we knew of 
it was a signal.” 

The Houston, part of the defend- 
ing force, would not have entered 
the harbor except to get the Presi- 
dent’s mail, and so the war games 
umpire ruled the cruiser could go 
back into the games again. 

Asked about the “sinking” at his 
press conference yesterday, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said the warship 
was “torpedoed” not once but twice. 

One newspaper man jestingly ac- 
cused the President of being a poor 
reporter, inasmuch as he was 
aboard the ship and did not send 
any dispatch about the incident. 
Mr. Roosevelt chuckled.

Anti-aircraft and coast defense 
batteries would be increased 50 to 
100 per cent, he continued. 

Hore-Belisha announced that lo- 
cal troops for defending overseas 
ports, except those in India, would 
be increased from 3766 in 1937 to 
9500 in 1939. 


These measures, he said, would 
not affect the size of Britairi’s field 
force of 19 divisions “trained and 
equipped to meet the event of war 
in a.European theater.”

Measure Invalidates State Bar to 
Producer-Control of 
Theaters.

BISMARCK, N. D., March 8.—A 
bill to repeal the state law prohibit- 
ing producer-control of movie the- 


aters was signed yesterday by Gov. 
Moses. 


The Post-Dispatch disclosed Sat- 
urday that the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation had sent agents to 
North Dakota to investigate re- 
ports that the Legislature had been 
bribed to repeal the statute, which 
would have compelled distributors 
to dispose of theaters they own or 
control.

BAKER IDENTIFIES 
RAMSEY AS ONE OF

Baker’s assailants, posing as po- 
licemen, called for him at the cot- 
ton farm near Sikeston, Mo., where 
he had been hidden, awaiting the 
opening of the Londe bombing trial. 
They started out for St. Louis with 
him in an automobile the afternoon 
of Nov. 18. Arriving in St. Louis 
County, they stopped in the resort 
of Michael Duffy and Dan Zimmer 
on Creve Coeur Mill road, near 
Creve Coeur Lake, Baker told au- 
thorities. A man his captors 
wished to see was not there, they 
told him, so they took him a short 
distance down the road to an aban- 
doned building formerly used by 
the Duffy & Zimmer resort. It was 
there that he was shot. 


It was Baker’s belief that it was 
about 8 p. m. when he was shot. 
He lost consciousness for some time, 
then wandered about the country- 
side in a daze until he reached the 
city waterworks at Howard’s Bend, 
more than two miles from the 
scene of the attack, about 2:30 a. m. 

In custody of Detective-Sergeant 
Harry Powell of the St. Louis po- 
ice, Ramsey left Kansas City for 
St. Louis by automobile about 2:30 
o’clock this afternoon. 

Chief of Detectives John J. Car- 
roll said to a reporter that he 
would not comment on the identi- 
fication until Ramsey was brought 
here. 

“Because we are working with 
the G-men,” said Carroll, “I am not 
in a position to discuss the identi- 
fication now. We have lots up our 
sleeve on this case.” 

Some time ago Baker identified 
a picture of Dowling as one of his 
assailants and authorities have been 
conducting a nationwide search for 
Dowling as a result. 

Baker appeared at the luncheon, 
in a parlor of the hotel, wearing a 
neat blue serge suit, white shirt 
and black bow tie. His right eye, 
lost as a result of one of his wounds, 
was replaced about two weeks ago 
with a glass eye. He is living at 
Homer G. Phillips Hospital, for Ne- 
groes, where the city gave him 8 
job after his recovery from his in- 
juries. 

Presentation of the plaque, an 
annual award for bravery, was 
made by the club president, Philip 
J. Hickey, secretary-treasurer of the 
Board of Education, who praised 
Baker’s courage as a witness. In 
a brief response of thanks, Baker 
remarked that people had been 
good to him at both hospitals. 


Kansas City police, who have 
known Ramsey for years, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at Kansas 


City this afternoon that Ramsey 
had been bald for six or seven 
years. Ramsey, 35 years old, is 5 
feet, 11 inches tall and weighs 180 
pounds. What is left of his hair is 
black. His complexion is swarthy. 
He has high cheek bones, a square 
jaw and head of squarish shape. 

A description of the “second 
man” in the attack was given to an 
artist by Baker Jan. 7. Baker told 
the artist this man had black, wavy 
hair, parted on one side and falling 
over the forehead in a certain way; 
“slit-like” eyes, a dimple on one 
cheek and the appearance of a con- 
tinual grin about the mouth. 

Baker referred to this man as 
“the little fellow.” Dowling is a 
brawny six-footer, weighing more 
than 200 pounds. 

Police records on Ramsey at Kan- 
sas City, showing various arrests 
for investigation since 1927, give 
him the alias of Henry or “Chick” 
Williams. He was referred to ‘in 
Kansas City dispatches yesterday 
also as James Monroe. The police 
record showed that he was sent to 
the State penitentiary in 1931 under 
a four-year sentence for burglary 
and larceny in Buchanan County. 

Police Had Abandoned Theory. 

Police had not shown Baker a 
photograph of Ramsey. They an- 
nounced they had discarded the 
possibility that Ramsey was the 
second man in the attack on Bak- 
er, They said they wanted to ques- 
tion Ramsey primarily to see if he 
knew anything about Dowling’s 
whereabouts or who the _ second 
man in the assault was. 

In recent months police had ex- 
hibited numerous photographs of 
other men to Baker but he main- 
tained consistently that none of 
them was a picture of the second 
of his assailants, 


It was known to _ police that 
Ramsey was in St. Louis the day 
of the attack. 


Whether Ramsey would be 
brought here from Kansas City by 
the authorities had been regarded 
as problematical, prior to Baker’s 
identification of Ramsey’s picture, 
as four other law-enforcement 
agencies were seeking custody of 
Ramsey. 

Meanwhile Walter H. Davenport, 
head of the Kansas City office of 
the United States Secret Service 
Bureau, questioned Ramsey about 
some counterfeit half dollars found 
in his possession when he was ar- 
rested yesterday. Postoffice inspec- 
tors questioned him about several 
small town postoffice robberies, 


Wanted in Richmond, Mo, 


A telegram from Richmond, Mo., 
informed Kansas City police that 
Ramsey was wanted there for jail 
breaking in 1936 while awaiting 
transfer to the penitentiary on a 
burglary sentence. Kansas City po- 
lice asked Ramsey about the rob- 
bery of a golf supply house. A set 
of clubs found in his possession 
were identified as among those 
stolen from the store last Jan. 11. 

A money bag found among Ram- 
sey’s effects in his Kansas City ho- 
tel room has been identified as the 
bag which contained the $775 taken 
in the robbery of the Casa Loma 
ballroom, Cherokee street and Iowa 
avenue, in December, 1937. 

When Ramsey was in St. Louis 
last November, he lived near the 
home of Dowling, ousted secretary- 
treasurer of the Bartenders’ Union. 

Baker survived the murderous 
assault to identify Londe at his trial 
and the gangster was sentenced to 
25 years in the penitentiary. He is 
at liberty on an appeal bond.

Oakley’s court without the knowl- 
edge of McNamee, was typewritten 
and prepared for signing with the 
letter, when he entered the associa- 
tion’s office at 1835 Washington 
avenue. 

The association, controlled by Ted 
Cronin, Harry Cantwell and others 
of the clique which operates the 
service car and Black and White 
taxicab business, was a defendant 
in the suit.

Mc- 
Gary said he had not paid the costs, 
had contributed nothing to the 
amount, and did not know who had 
paid them. 

Serving on Jury Panel. 

McGary, who is serving as a 
member of the Circuit Court jury 
panel this week, said he was noti- 
fied at the Civil Courts building 
Monday by a deputy to go to the 
taxicab association’s office and 
was excused from service tempora- 
rily. 

“I had been asked several days 
before by Brookman and one of the 
association’s supervisors to come to 
the office Monday,” McGary said. 
“When I went into the’ office, a 
man I didn’t know was there with 
Brookman and Abe M. Magidson, 
who holds mortgages on cabs run 
by me and Brookman, and finances 
other cab operators in the associa- 
tion. 

“The man I didn’t know handed 
me the papers. He said he supposed 
that what Brookman had done was 
all right with me, There was noth- 
ing else I could do, when I saw 
that Brookman had signed. I 
couldn’t carry on the suit by my- 
self, so I signed,” 

McGary declared he had re- 
ceived no threats or promises of 
a settlement, but added, “a settle- 
ment is better than a long suit.” 
He now has three cabs back in op- 
eration, and said that Joe Catan- 
zaro, who aids in the management 
and collection of insurance fees for 
the taxicab association, had as- 
sured him the filing of the suit 
“would make no difference.” 

Catanzaro is a brother of Law- 
rence Catanzaro, business agent of 
a Teamsters’ Union, and vice-presi- 
dent of the Parkalot Corporation, 
which enjoys a prosperous business 
selling gasoline and oil to service 
car drivers. Black and White cab 
drivers also are compelled to buy 
gasoline at a Park-A-Lot station, 
which is on the same premises as 
the associatiort’s offices. 

Lawyer’s Letter Late. 

The letter which the two plain- 
tiffs signed was not received by 
McNamee until about three hours 
after the stipulation for dismissal 
of the suit had been filed. Mailed 
special delivery and registered, it 
read as follows: ‘ 

“This is to advise you that we 
are, effective as of this date, dis- 
charging and dismissing you as our 
attorney, representing us and espe- 
cially in a certain law suit which 
you filed on behalf of us jointly, 
against Harry J. Cantwell, E. C. 
Thursby, T. R. Cronin, Lawrence 
Catanzaro, United Service Cars,

BEQUEST, IN COURTS 
15. YEARS, GOES TO 
HUMANE SOCIETY 


Litigation Over Mrs. Todd's 
Estate Ended by State 
Supreme Court. 


The lS-year-old litigation over 
the estate of Mrs, Mary Caroline 
Todd, who left $60,000 to establish 
a shelter for “disabled, homeless, 
friendless and distressed dumb ani- 
mais,” ended yesterday with the 
dismissal by the Supreme Court at 
Jefferson City of two appeals from 
a St. Louis Circuit Court decision. 

The bequest, reduced by shrink- 
age of securities, court costs and 
expenses of administration, will go 
to the Humane Society of Missouri 
for the erection of an animal hos- 
pital in conjunction with its present 
shelter at 1210 Macklind avenue. 
Attorneys estimated the amount re- 
maining at $20,000 to $25,000. 

Because of ambiguous terms in 
Mrs. Todd's will, the trustees went 
into Circuit Court two years ago 
to get a ruling as to whether the 
shelter should be built in St. Louis 
or St. Louis County. Judge Robert 
J. Kirkwood ruled that Mrs. Todd 
apparently intended that the money 
be used in St. Louis. 

Mrs. Todd, who died in 1920 at 
the age of 87, was the widow of 
Albert Todd, an attorney. Her es- 
tate was valued at $80,000. 


FIRST TOWBOAT OF SEASON 
DELAYED BY UNION DEMAND 


Leaves for Chicago After Federal 
Barge Lines Officers Agree to 
Put Laundress Aboard. 
Departure of a Federal Barge 
Lines towboat on the first St. 
‘Louis-Chicago schedule of the 1939 
season was delayed about three 
hours yesterday, when a CIO-affil- 
iated boatmen’s union threatened 
to call all union men off the boat 
because of a ruling by the barge 
agency against the hiring of wom- 

en employes. 

A. C, Bowen, assistant secretary 
of the Inland Boatmen’s Division 
of the National Maritime Union, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the towboat was allowed to 
leave after barge lines executives 
agreed to place a laundress on it. 
He declared men employes on the 
boat had refused to do laundry 
work at the contract scale of $62.50 
& month. 

The ruling, Bowen said, would 
reduce the number of union women 
employes on the line from 85 to 
about 35. He added that no further 
disputes were expected, however, 
before the start of negotiations for 
a new contract. The present con- 
tract will expire April 1.

Rooks, Judge 
Fitzsimmons and John 8S. Marsa- 
lek, which contains much informa- 
tion and shows the extent and 
characted of most of our investi- 
gations. Also the Journal of 
American Judicature Society of 
February, 1924; American Bar As- 
sociation Journal of November and 
December, 1930 and the annual re- 
port of January, 1930, of Chief 
Justice Powell of the Cleveland 
Court of Common Pleas. 

“This latter report is worthy of 
careful study, indicates real effi- 
ciency, shows an average increase 
of disposed of cases per judge from 
567 in 1920, before adopting this 
system, to 1206 cases per judge in 
1929, five years after its adoption. 
It also shows a complete record of 
the number of cases disposed of 
by each judge giving his name. De- 
troit has advanced a step further 
by also showing the amount of 
time each judge devotes to his 
duties. These published reports 
definitely show the record of each 
judge as a public official for pub- 
lic information. | 
“I have in my possession numer- 
ous court publications, law period- 
icals, answered questionnaires, let- 
ters and correspondence, court 
rules of many large cities, etc. and 
will be glad to permit any inter- 
ested judge to examine same, but 
as same is very volumnious, part 
very valuable and. costing consid- 
erable time and money to accumu- 
late, I would not care to part with 
possession of same. 


Proposed Changes in Rules. 

“The rules submitted are intend- 
ed to take the place of Rules 1, 2, 
3, 4 and 17 of our present rules. 

“This proposed new setting and 
assignment system practically 
solves our greatest problems, and 
provides a modern, progressive, 
efficient business method for the 
management of the business side 
of courts, as follows: 

‘1, The automatic setting of 
cases for trial in numerical case 
number order, minimizing possible 
favoritism in the setting and as- 
signment of cases. 

“2. Provides for an Assignment 
Commissioner, under the control 
of the Presiding Judge, and saves 
probably two days’ time each week 
of the Presiding Judge. 

“3. Does away entirely with call- 
ing trial calendars, and the use- 
less waste of time of lawyers, liti- 
gants, witnesses, in atteiding the 
call of same. The trial calendar 
for each day would be published 
in the Daily Record, and as a case 
is assigned for trial 30 minutes 
telephone notice is given the law- 
yers to appear for trial. There 
will be no lost time or motion of 
courts, lawyers, litigants or wit- 
nesses. 

“4, Permits of much last-minute 
time in the preparation of cases 
for trial, thus expediting <- d in- 
creasing efficiency in trials. 

“5. A flexible plan for fixing 
number of cases for each ‘day 
trial calendar,’ publication of 
styles of cases daily for a week’s 
trials, and also by case numbers 
only for four weeks longer, thus 
allowing five weeks notice of set- 
tings. 

“6 Enables lawyers and _iiti- 
gants to foretell reasonably accu- 
rately when a case will be tried 
so as to be ready, thereby. mini- 
mizing continuances and loss of 
time in useless preparation and 
waiting in court for trial. 

“7. Automatic moving of each 
case to top of ‘day trial calendar’ 
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WEDNESDAY, 
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place on docket. 

“9. Cases never continued for 
lack of time to try same—prevent- 
ing useless preparations for trial. 

“10. In a practical way, handles 
‘engaged counsel’ problem. 


“11. Live cases only will be pend- 


ing, and ‘dead’ cases quickly forced 
to dismissal. “ 

“12. Jury trials from Monday 
to Thursday, and equity trials on 
Fridays, minimizing monotony of 
similar trials and giving lawyers 
usually an additional day’s time 
each week for preparation of jury 
cases. 

“13. The disposition of the great- 
est number of cases possible each 
week. 

“14. Probable saving of court 
costs in average case. 

“15. If this system was put in 
operation in the criminal divisions, 
one of such judges could be with- 
drawn and added to the _ civil 
judges, where needed most. 

Deplores Judges’ Action. 

“I would respectfully suggest that 
all members of the committee, both 
bar and judicial, have approached 
this task with an earnest, sincere 
and commendable desire to be of 
real service to the bench and bar, 
and to the public. .Some members 
have given much time to same, and 
all have unselfishly given their best 
abilities to provide the best possible 
business system for our courts. This 
has been a public service of in- 
calculable value, 


“It is to be deeply regretted that 
a majority of the judges voted to 
discharge the committee after its 
work was practically finished and 
before same was reported and sub- 
mitted, for the alleged reason that 
there had been too much publicity 
regarding the work of the commit- 
tee, and that some of the judges 
suspected and felt same was intend- 
ed to coerce them to change our 
court rules. Such, of course, was 
not intended, but the publicity was 
really intended to apprize the bar, 
which is most interested and af- 
fected, us to what plan and changes 
were under consideration, and to 
get the reaction of lawyers to same 
with any suggestions. 


“Incidentally, it was intended to 
let the public know that the Cir- 
cuit Court was at least attempting 
to correct our faulty business meth- 
ods, and in a measure allay any 
ill feelings because of complaints 
and criticisms of our business meth- 
ods. It should also be said that it 
was considered that we submit the 
system after being prepared to the 
Bar Association for the opinion of 
lawyers before submitting same to 
the judges in general term. Law- 
yers and their clients, being largely 
the real parties in interest, it was 
naturally considered the judges 
would appreciate a proper expres- 
sion of opinion from the bar with 
regard to same. These were the 
real reasons and the only reasons 
for publicity. 


“A quotation from an opinion of 
Judge Ragland of the Supreme 
Court, on a much lesser problem, in 
State ex rel vs. Bland, 281 S. W. 
690-693, is apt, and a vigorous ex- 
pression against lethargy in making 
important and necessary changes: 
‘The persistence in that practice il- 
lustrates anew the laggard con- 
servatism of the bench and bar. 
When once they have gotten into a 
particular rut and followed it for 
any considerable length of time, 
nothing short of an upheaval of 
cataclysmic proportions can get 
them out of it.’ 

“The authorized publicity was 
constructive, gave valuable informa- 
tion and tended to mould an in- 
telligent opinion of lawyers on the 
subject.

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MISS PERKINS’ OUSTER 


Republican and Democratic 
Members Say They Did Not 
Find Evidence for Removal. 


By the Associated Press. ' 
WASHINGTON, March 8.—Mem- 
bers of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, in virtual agreement, sought 
a way today to pigeon-hole a reso- 
lution looking toward impeach- 
ment of Secretary of Labor Per- 
king for alleged failure to enforce 
the immigration laws. 
Republican and Democratic com- 
mitteemen said they had not found 
sufficient evidence to warrant re- 


moval of Miss Perkins. They added 
they undoubtedly would end their 
nvestigation as soon as they could 
devise a method which would avoid 
possible charges of “white-wash.” 
The committee agreed to the ap- 
pointment of a subcommittee to 
draft recommendations. 
Representative Thomas (Rep.), 
New Jersey, introduced a _resolu- 
tion six weeks ago calling on the 
committee to investigate charges 
that Miss Perkins and two of her 
aids were guilty of “high crimes 
and misdemeanors” for suspending 
deportation proceedings against 
Harry Bridges, CIO West Coast 
maritime leader. Thomas accused 
Bridges of being an alien Commun- 
ist. ° 

The Department of Labor with- 
held action on the Bridges case 
pending a decision by the Supreme 
Court on whether membership in 
the Communist party alone is ade- 
quate grounds for deportation. 


the time adopted was a forward 
step, but it has not continued in 
step with the progress of some other 
cities. It should not be necessary 
to have a ‘cataclysmic upheaval’ to 
get this system considered and 
adopted either in the form submit- 
ted or with possible modifications.

temperaments but the judicial tem- 
perament may be put aside, and 
that the advantages and value of 
this system be determined on its 
merits alone.” 
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LODGE MEN ARGUE 
FOR INSURANCE BILL 


Luke E. Hart Says Depression 
Showed the Soundness of 
Fraternal System. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 8— 
The proposed new fraternal insur- 
ance code was explained last night 
to the Senate Committee on .nsur- 
ance by representatives of fraternal 
societies as an attempt to increase 
the supervisory powers of the State 
Insurance Department. 

The regularly organized frater- 
nals, writing the same lines of in- 
surance that are written by the oid 
line stock and mutual companies, 
prepared the bill along the lines 
of the Illinois insurance code and 
a bill before the New York Legis- 
lature. 

If it is passed, no society will be 
permitted to write insurance un- 
less it is incorporated under the 
charitable and benevolent laws of 
the State, maintains reserves; as 
do the old line companies and most 
of the fraternals, and be subject 
to regulation by the Insurance De- 
partment. 

Representatives of the depart- 
ment told of co-operating with the 
Missouri Fraternal Congress in the 
preparation of the act and gave it 
their approval, saying that it would 
strengthen the fraternal insurance 
laws. 
Fight Made by O’Malley. 

The bill is the indirect result of 
the fight waged on the fraternals 
by R. Emmet O’Malley, former Su- 
perintendent of Insurance, who in 
1935 announced a policy of driving 
all fraternals from the State. 

After Stark removed O’Malley 
from office in 1937, he summoned 
a group of representatives of the 
fraternals to Jefferson City for a 
conference with Insurance Depart- 
ment officials, and in that confer- 
ence was developed the movement 
for a new fraternal code. 

Luke E, Hart of St. Louis, rep- 
resenting the Knights of Colum- 
bus, and Jones H. Parker of St. 
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had failed, but that in the same 
period no fraternal insurance or- 
der had defaulted in the payment 
of claims. He said nearly 1,000,000 
persons in the State, or about one- 
fourth of the population, were di- 
rectly interested in this tlype of 
insurance, and that while societies 


quired by the proposed code, there 
were some small societies which 
did not meet the more rigid re 
quirements. 

The speakers asserted the fra- 
ternals could sell insurance at law- 
er cost than the old line companies 
because they operated on a lodge 
system. They said the fraternals 
had no expensive agency system 
and that the total salaries of of- 
ficers of no fraternal exceeded the 
salary of the president of the aver- 
age old-line company. 

The committee did not pass on 
the bill last night, but a favorable 
report is expected, no opposition 
having developed.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Dip- 
lomatically but unmistakably, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt let it be known at 
his press conference late yesterday 
that he favors repeal of the pres- 
ent neutrality laws and opposes en- 
actment of a constitutional amend- 
ment requiring a national referen- 
dum before a declaration of war. 

The neutrality laws, he said in 
answer to questions, have not con- 
tributed to the peace of the world, 
and, conversely, have, in many re- 
spects, contributed to war. The 
President, however, declined to dis- 
cuss the possible effect of repeal of 
the present laws, observing that it 
was an “if” question. He was ob- 
viously pleased at the opportunity 
to comment on the effect of exist- 
ing legislation, and discussed at 
length the proposed constitutional 
amendment for a war referendum. 

On the latter subject he drew 
on his knowledge of early naval 
history, pointing out that in Wash- 
ington’s second administration, 
when the new republic had no 
navy, the French revolutionary di- 
rectorate had preyed with priva- 
teers and warships on American 
shipping in and around the West 
Indies. Many American commer- 
cial ships were taken and Ameri- 
cans were killed, although the 
French campaign was directed 
against the British and several Ital- 
ian states. An American navy was 
authorized, and by the time of 
Adams’ administration, he con- 
tinued, it was so strong that 20 
to 25. ships of the United States 
literally cleaned up the whole area 
of privateers and men-of-war in 
this quasi-war. 


Similar Situation Possible. 


This, the President asserted, was 
done although no war had been 
declared, and it was conceivable 
that the same sort of situation 
might arise again, for example, off 
the coast of Georgia. 

A constitutional amendment, he 
observed, presented two difficul- 
ties; first, the time element, and, 
second, the impossibility of writ- 
ing a definition of war. Two pages 
might be devoted to a definition 
of war, He said, yet when a partic- 
ular situation arose the country 
might find that the definition did 
not cover ‘it.

His rec- 
ommendation to Congress, he em- 
phasized, would be based on Har- 
rington’s report. 

Still in a jovial mood, he parried 
questions about his reported con- 
ferences with business leaders, say- 
ing that he would continue to see 
a great many of them individually 
at meetings the reporters never 
hear about. Nor would he answer 
whether he thought repeal of the 
undistributed profits and the ex- 
cess profits taxes would contribute 
to business recovery, as said by 
some business men. He said that 
he could not answer that question 
until he determined how much 
these taxes brought to the Treas- 
ury. 

No Commitment on Debt Limit. 


In accordance with a White 
House announcement late in Janu- 
ary, he repeated that beyond the 
forthcoming relief recommenda- 
tions he had no more major mes- 
sages for this session of Congress. 
He characterized as not very im- 
portant the question whether he 
would ask Congress to raise the 
national debt maximum from $45,-

Although the Japanese have pen- 
etrated tar into China, they have 
not succeeded in occupying any 
considerable area, he went on, and 
the country actually is in a better 
position to fight a winning war 


than it was a year ago. He be- 
lieves that victory for China may 
come as quickly as in another year 
because Japan’s war economy al- 
ready is showing serious Signs of 
Strain. China, however, is prepared 
to fight much longer than that, he 
added. 

“China shipped all her silver re- 
Serves out of the country before 
the beginning of the war,” he said. 
“These, of course, are the strong- 
est base for our currency and 
credit, but we have had no diffi- 
culty in negotiating commerciai 
credits in the United States, En- 
gland and elsewhere. On the Lon- 
don market Chinese securities are 
much more firm than those of 
Japan. 


“Monetary aid is also being re- 
ceived in an ever increasing vol- 
ume from Chinese overseas, and 
the barter system has also been 
used to strengthen our economic 
position—especially with Germany 
and Russia. Under Japanese dip- 
lomatic pressure, the trade with 
Germany is falling off, but that is 
Germany’s loss, not ours.” 


China’s Greatest Strength. 


However, China’s greatest 
strength probably comes out of 
the fact that so many persons were 
forced to go back to their ancient 
family homes in the interior, said 
Dr. Liang. This has meant not 
only a concentration of wealth, 
but also of intelligence and patriot- 
ism. 


Dr. Liang, who is on a lecture 
tour of the larger cities of the 
United States and who plans to 
visit Europe next summer, came 
to this country on the Pan-Ameri- 
can Clipper after a flight out of 
the interior of his native land. 
Yesterday he spoke at Washington 
University.

Court Regulates Lawyers. 

The Missouri Supreme Court in 
1933 declared it had the inherent 
power to regulate the practice of 
law in Missouri independent of any” 
constitutional or statutory grant. 
This ruling, in the Paul A. Rich- 
ards disbarment case, became the 
basis of the Supreme Court's pres- 
ent rules for the regulation of the 
practice of law and disciplining of 
attorneys for unprofessional of un- 
ethical conduct. 

Former Supreme Judge Frank E. 
Atwood of Jefferson City, who 
wrote the Richards opinion, ap- 
peared before the committee to 
urge favorable action on the bill. 
Referring to the suggestion the Su- 
preme Court might have inherent 
power to prescribe rules of pro- 
cedure, Atwood said “the majority 
of the people don't care where the 
power lies, they just want that 


power exercised to simplify and im-

Many big leaguers use such a 
hitch. Pepper Martin had a bad 
hitch in his swing and Branch 
Rickey had the Wild Horse de- 
vote most of one spring training 
period to efforts to“hold the bat 
still and not start it into motion 
until the pitcher delivered the 
ball, 

Some batters have such power- 
ful wrist and arm muscles that 
the hitch docsn’t bother them. 
But in most cases the hitch makes 
it easier for a pitcher to catch 
you off stride. In other words, 
a smart pitcher will so time his 
delivery that he’ll catch the hitch- 
batter in the middle of the hitch 
and make it difficult or impos- 
sible to get the bat back in time 
to have much power in the for- 
ward swing: 

It’s all highly technical, per- 
haps too much so, but the hitch 
has caused more batting diffi- 
culties than any other one thing, 
except, of course, faulty vision. 
If George were down here he 
probably would explain the thing 
to Dick and get him out of the 
habit. On the school baseball 
diamond the hitch never bothered 
Dick Sisler to any great extent 


and smarter, and one of the first 
things instructors will do with 
Dick is to try to eliminate that 
hitch. 

A Natural Hitter. 


Dick is three or four inches 
taller than his father, not as fast 
and naturally at the awkward 
age of 18, not at all to be com- 
pared with George in the matter 
of grace. But you can tell by 
the way Dick Sisler grips a bat 
and swings it, that he likes to hit 
and can hit, and the’ Cardinals 
certainly will make every effort to 
develop his obvious ability. 

The youngster is going through 
the most painful stages of entry 
into professional baseball. His 
left hand is puffed and red, after 
catching so many baseballs after 
a winter of inactivity. His throw- 
ing arm is a bit sore from throw- 
ing a bit too zealously. But there 
is no rest for the professional. 
No school director of athleticg to 
tell the schoolboy to give the 
hand and the arm a rest. Only 
tough coaches and a manager who 
know that in a few more days 
the tender hand will be toughened 
and that only more work and 
exercise can eliminate the kinks 
from the muscles. And the boy 
knows his name is Sisler and that 
the eyes of baseball men are on 
him and he tries valiantly to hide 
the reflex grimace of pain when 
he catches a burning baseball, 
or when he tries to throw with 
those aching arm muscles. 

George Sisler had been through 
more of the baseball mill when 
he made his bow on the major 
league diamond.

Lessons From the Desire of Acting Budget 
Director Bell to Give Up His Post—High 
Executives at Washington Spread Them- 
selves Out Too Thin. 


WASHINGTON, March 8. 

HERE was a small item in yes- 
T terday’s Washington news that 

carries an important moral. The 
item is that the efficient Daniel W. 
Bell of the permanent Treasury 
staff, who has been acting Director 
of the Budget since the resignatian! 
of Lewis W. Douglas in 1934, has 
found the double duties of his regu- 
lar work and of the budget office 
too heavy for one man and has 
asked the President to relieve him 
of the budget directorship. 


There are really two morals here, 
for Bell’s is a special case. If he 
were appointed Budget Director, 
he would automatically lose his 
present civil service status and at 
the same time would face the large 
prospect of losing the directorship 
under a change of administration. 
The case typifies a condition that 
Congress, in the interest of making 
the Government service more at- 
tractive as a career to able men, 
ought to remedy. It should be pos- 
sible for a man like Bell to act tem- 
porarily in a policy-making capac- 
ity without the sacrifice of any of 
his civil service rights. The con- 
sensus is that Bell, who comes from 
Quincy, IIL, has done a high-class 
job of running the budget office. 


There is another and even more 
significant moral in Bell's alto- 
gether commendable desires to be 
freed of a portion of his duties. To 
an ever-increasing degree, the men 
in the highest governmental posts 
at Washington are trying to do too 
much. The reference here is not, 
of course, to the run-of-mine poli- 
ticians who are getting theirs at 
the public trough while the getting 
is good. The reference is to the 
genuinely able men among the 
higher executives. They are spread- 
ing themselves out too thin. As a 
wise man now retired from. the 
Government service once remarked, 
“Many men are all wool, but very 
few are a yard wide.”

Weakness in Bigness. 

This weakness in the Federal 
structure is inherent in the present 
bigness of the Government. It can- 
not, of course, be wholly cured. 
There is bound to continue to be a 
large degree of delegation of power 
where action of the responsible 
executive based on his own first- 
hand study would be preferable. We 
have got to accept the weakness as 
an inevitable flaw in our highly 
centralized scheme of government 
and see what we can do to reduce 
it. 

Obvipusly, we need to hold in 
check this centralization, lest its 
defects come greatly to outweigh 
its virtues, and, in the end, over- 
whelm us. Wé can concede the 
necessity for a large measure of 
centralization without letting it run 
riot. Obviously, again, the depart- 
ments of Government ought to be 
reorganized: there is every reason 
why the bill now in the House, or 
something like it, should be passed. 

There is a third and less obvious 
remedy which needs to be contin- 
uously applied. If we grant the 
necessity for such concentration of 
power as we have in the national 
Government today, it is by far the 
most important remedy, if, indeed, 
not the only real one. This is the 
building up of a trained govern- 
mental personnel. Since power has 
got to be delegated on a large scale, 
let it be delegated to men trained 
for. the job. 

Extension and improvement of 
the civil service should enlist more 
than the academic interest of the 
citizen. It should have his active, 
day-by-day interest, expressed in de- 
mands for action upon -his repre- 
sentatives in Congress, for it has 
a direct dollars-and-cents bearing 
on his welfare.

If monopoly is to be permitted in 
such major industries as steel, the 
report stated, then there is “no 
escape from the necessity of re- 
moving them from the privileges of 
free capitalist management and 
placing them under Government 
control.” But in the next para- 
graph the commission denies this is 
necessary and adds that to social- 
ize the steel industry would be “a 
dangerous precedent” that might 
spread throughout the business 
world and contribute to the rise of 
authoritarian state. 

No Alternative Suggested. 

The report did not contain, how- 
ever, any specific recommendations 
for ending the present system of 
steel pricing. It went no further 
than to say that in the commis- 
sion’s opinion such a system must 
be done away with. Recognizing 
that certain “natural monopolies” 
exist, the commission insists in the 
report that steel and other indus- 
tries must remain within an “area 
of free capitalist enterprise” if the 
present form of society is to be 
maintained. 

“In a product like steel,” the re- 
port declared, “which serves as raw 
material for other products, and for 
the machines with which other 
products are made, any unneces- 
sary cost will be multiplied from 
step to step throughout industry 
so far as the influence of steel 
extends. The consumer is bur- 
dened with monopoly costs of steel 
multiplied several fold. 

“Unless and until this vicious 
circle of scarcity and unemploy- 
ment can be broken, it is clear 
that it will act to grip the busi- 
nes world in paralysis. The prac- 
tices of the steel industry alone 
may not ruin the capitalist system, 
but if they are reinforced by mo- 
nopolistic practices in other indus- 
tries, the total effect may come to 
be a strangulation of the blood- 
stream of trade. Monopoly, like 
counterfeiting, is a profitable busi- 
ness for the first comer, but is sub- 
jected to diminishing returns when 
it is more widely practiced.

‘Healthy Eroticism’ Indicated, 
Nazis Say, in Pictures 
That Won.

BERLIN, March 8.-——This joke 
won $40 today as the best sub- 
mitted in Propaganda Minister 
Paul Joseph Goebbels’ month-long 
contest to prove there is humor in 
Nazi Germany: 

“I won’t perform in this cos- 
tume,” says a_ scantily-clad _ girl 
wearing a pre-war army helmet 
and saber to a paunchy male who 
is scratching his head in astonish- 
ment. 

“Why not?” the man asks. 
one see too much?” 
“Rubbish, you old fool,” the girl 
replies, “too little!” 

Five prizes ranging from $40 to 
$4 were offered for the best jokes. 
Dr. Goebbels’ newspaper Der An- 
griff published only the work of 
the winner, a construction worker 
who illustrated his three jokes with 
his own handiwork. Some Nazi 
readers called the results “healthy 
eroticism.” 

A second winning cartoon pub- 
lished today showed a woman wear- 
ing only a blouse. A little dog 
stands between her and a high- 
collared, bearded, bespectacled man. 

She: “Why, you haven’t seen my 
new dress! I bought it on the in- 
stallment plan.” 

He: “I suppose you’re wearing 
the first installment.” 

The third cartoon shows the legs 
of a number of women passersby. 
In the foreground is a fat pug dog 
who accosts a lean, long dachs- 
hund. 

“Good gracious!” says the fat 
pug.

Whether this move is to amount merely to an 
exercise in educating the public, or whether it will 
actually result in legislation to abolish the spoils 
system, depends on the extent to which sentiment 
can be marshaled in support of the measure. 

There is no doubt that public sentiment passively 
approves any move to replace the costly inefficiency 
of the patronage machine with the economy and 
competency of civil service. Polls of public opinion 
have shown that 86 per cent of the voters of Mis- 
souri are convinced of the advantages of the merit 
system. 

If further proof is required, it can be cited in the 
‘yote in 1936 on the constitutional amendment for 
the establishment of the State Conservation Com- 
|mission. The test here was whether the voters pre- 
ferred for the State’s wildlife resources to be ad- 
ministered on a spoils or a merit basis, and the 
merit principle triumphed by a vote of nearly 3 to 1. 

No great educational campaign is required, then, 
to convince Missouri citizens of the advantages of a 
State civil service system. The problem is to make 
the passive approval active and effective in per- 
suading the Legislature to pass the necessary law. 

The sweeping economies and the increased effi- 
ciency which the merit system of employment would 
introduce into the administration of State affairs 
should appeal to every legislator who knows the value 
of efficiency in private business. 

Prof. Martin L. Faust of the University of Mis- 
souri, after an exhaustive study of the various State 
departments, reported that at least half the State’s 
10,000 employes are selected on an outright spoils 
basis. These 5000 employes must draw in the neigh- 
borhood of $6,000,000 or $8,000,000 annually in sala- 
ries. Scientific students of public administration esti- 
mate that at least one-third of the funds paid out in 
salaries to employes chosen by the spoils method rep- 
resents waste. If this is true, the primary cost of 
the spoils system to the State of Missouri is approx- 
imately $2,000,000 a year. 

But this is only a beginning in enumerating the 
cost of spoils. In the current biennium, the State 
will collect and spend in the neighborhood of $215,- 
000,000. State employes collect much of this revenue 
from large businesses. They inspect complicated ac- 
counts and administer intricate regulatory legisla- 
tion, and in so doing go up against the best brains

Somewhat more than a month ago, Gov. Stark 
publicly arraigned Graves in a statement unprece- 
dented in Missouri history, demanding that he be 
ousted from office. | 

Gov. Stark’s case against Graves was summed up 
in one blistering sentence: “His continuous failure 
to prosecute ghastly felonies justifies his immediate 
removal from office.” 

Following the Governor’s statement, a Post-Dispatch 
editorial reviewed in detail Graves’ conduct in of- 
fice. The criticisms of him range from his failure 
to prosecute the notorious gangster, Charles Gar- 
gotta, caught red-handed by ex-Sheriff Bash at the 
scene of a gang murder, to his failure to move 
against election law violators. All the rackets of 
the Pendergast machine have gone untouched so far 
as Graves has been concerned. 

It is an interesting commentary on the grand 
jury’s action that Graves used every trick at his 
disposal to hamstring the jury’s inquiry at its out- 
set, even going so far as to apply for a writ of pro- 
hibition in the State Supreme. Court—a writ which 
was denied. ~ 

Here we had the supreme irony of a faithless pub- 
lic servant attempting to use the highest court of 
the State as a tool to protect his gangster friends, 
and, as it turns out, himself.

One must analyze a single case 
to get a more judicial attitude on 
the situation. Let us take the case 
of Vitamin B. Vitamin B-1 (vita- 
min B-1 and Vitamin B-2 and G and 
PP are all found associated in na- 
ture) is found in many of the ordi- 
nary foods that we eat—in yeast, 
in wheat, in most cereals, in milk. 
When it is left out of the diet, the 
circumstances are most unusual, 
and what results is a form of neuri- 
tis and paralysis which is called by 
its Far Eastern name, beri-beri. De- 
ficinecy of Vitamin B-1 in the diet 
also produces other symptoms, per- 
haps some heart defect, and some 
tendency to arthritis. 

But the question arises whether, 
when vitamin B-1 is contained in so 
many foods constantly used, it 
should ever be necessary to furnish 
it in concentrated or crystallized 
form. Fears of such a thing are 
frequently held over the heads of 
the people. 

Akroyd, an English physiologist, 
has said that “There is really little 
reason to believe that the average 
English or American dietary con- 
tains insufficient vitamin B-1 for 
health.” Yet, an American observer 
says, “During the past decade it has 
been shown that beri-beri exists in 
the United States in endemic form.” 
This is a surprising statement be- 
cause beri-beri is fundamentally a 
disease of the Far East—Japan and 
the Malay States—and occurs only

How East Shrewdly De- 
cided Against That Man- 
euver in Duplicate Game

N no other department of bridge 
is it necessary to use arithmetic 
more knowingly than in sacrifice 
bidding. I refer particularly to 
match-point duplicate play. The po- 
tential points that the opponerts 
will earn from a given contract 
must be compared, not approzi- 
mately but precisely, with the prob- 
able penalty to be incurred by a 
sacrifice bid. This is not always 
as simple a matter as it may ap- 
pear. A recent tournament was won 
because a player shrewly refused 
to sacrifice at six clubs against a 
five heart contract, although he 
had fully decided to sacrifice at 
seven clubs if the opponents went 
on to their slam, This was thé 
hand:

North-South were using the 
Blackwood convention in which the 
four no trump bid announces noth- 
ing, but does ask partner how many 
aces he holds, Obviously, it did 
not work out very well in this hand 
because the slam was cold, but 
could not be safely reached with 
the information that was ex- 
changed, However, our concern in 
this case is not with the North- 
South ‘bidding. It is with the 
sound and imaginative action of 
East in refusing to sacrifice at six 
clubs, even after his partner had 
entered the auction with a four 
club bid. East figured the propo- 
sition this way: 

If the opponents were to stop at 
five hearts, even if they made six, 
they would earn only 480 points, 
East’s tremendous club length made 
it virtually a certainty that there 
could be no defensive club trick, 
hence it would be far too optimistic 
to count on two outside tricks to de- 
feat a slam contract. A six club sac- 
rifice bid might be doubled, but 
there was at least an equal chance 
that the opponents would stagger 
into a slam. If they did East would 
be obliged to go to seven clubs, 
since he could not possibly double 
six hearts, nor even stand a double 
from his partner. Presumably, if 
West doubled a slam bid, he would 
be counting on two aces, and East 
knew that one of these was a for- 
lorn hope. Aside from the risk of 


there was the further consideration 
that a six club bid, if permitted to 
stand, might go down three tricks 
instead of two, In that case, if five 
hearts were the limit of the oppo- 
nents’ hands, East would have 
made a very bad bargain, inasmuch 
as he would have paid a 500 point 
penalty to save only 450 points. In 
passing to five hearts, however, 
East made the mental reservation 
that if the opponents went to a slam 
he would save at the seven level. 
The mathematics of the proposition 
made this reasoning correct. If the 
opponents were to bid and make six 
hearts they would score 980 points 
and obviously East-West would not 


at seven clubs. 

The actual contract of five hearts 
gave North-South almost a bottom 
score on the board, since at most 
tables six hearts was either bid 
freely or the less imaginative East 
players pushed their opponents in- 
to the laydown slam.

LIFE STORY OF THE NEW POPE 


a Family Linked for Decades With the Vatican 


By the Rt. Rev. 
Monsignor Enrico Pucci 


Noted Vatican Authority and Author- 
ized Spokesman of the Holy See. 


This is the first of a series of arti- 
cles on the Life Story of Pius XII, 
written by one who was intimately 
associated with Cardinal Pacelli at the 
Holy See and had a rare opportunity 
to observe him at close range 
through the years preceding his ele- 
vation to the Throne of St. Peter. 

CHAPTER OiIE. 
VATICAN CITY, March 8. 
TRUE Roman sits upon the 
A throne of St. Peter’s for the 
first time in two centuries. 

He is tall, Lincolnesque Eugenio 
Pacelli, 262d successor to the Saint 
called Peter, who came from Galil- 
lee to be martyred in Rome. 

The last of the Roman line was 
Innocent XIII who reigned from 
1721 to 1724. With the elevation of 
Cardinal Pacelli as Pius XII—he 
took the name of his beloved friend 
and spiritual father, the late Pope 
—the pontificate is graced by one 
who has revealed himself to be a 
balanced genius, combining gifts of 
political astuteness with a saintli- 


iness and humanity rarely found in 


any man. 

Eugenio Pacelli was born in 
Rome on March 2, 1876, just 63 
years to the day of his election as 
Pope. Small wonder it was that 
his deep, measured voice broke 
with emotion as he stood on the 
loggia over the central bronze doors 
of the great cathedral and intoned 
the stirring pontifical blessing to a 
kneeling multitude in the friendly 
light of a dying day. 

Eugenio Pacelli sprang from the 
rugged bourgeois lineage of .a fam- 
ily linked for decades with the Vat- 
ican, His father was a noted law- 
yer, Dr. Ernesto Pacelli, who for 
many years was Ccncistorian-Ad- 
vocate and later dean of that same 
body. He also was councillor to 
the Municipality of Rome repre- 
senting the Catholics in the capital. 

Eugenio’s brother, the late Fran- 
cesco Pacelli, who died six years 
ago, was perhaps the first of the 
Pacellis to become engaged in dip- 
lomatic activity. It was Francesco 
who was employed by Pius XI as 
official representative of the Vat- 
ican, acting as intermediary be- 
tween the Holy See and Signor 
Mussolini in negotiating the Lat- 
eran Treaty in 1929. 

Pius XI, in whose heart the Pa- 
celli family occupied a warm 
place, conferred upon Dr. Pacelli 
the first post of General Councillor 
at the Vatican and the title of Mar- 
quis in perpetuity. The title and 
office were inherited by the new 
pontiff’s nephew, Carlo, son of the 


famed lawyer. 
* 
W am able to reveal a profound 
personal desire of Pope Pius 
XT. I recall vividly that as recently 
as two years ago when in the sa- 
cred consistory of Dec. 17, Pius sol- 
emnly told the assembled Cardi- 
nals: 

“Among the Cardinals here pres- 
‘ent there is one who may one day 
ibe Pope.” 
| And although what Pius said 
‘might have applied to any of those 
present, in their heads they knew 
the Holy Father meant Eugenio 
Pacelli. Frequently by inference 
‘and with kindly praise, Pius XI had 
indicated that he considered his 
‘Secretary of State and Chamber- 
Jain as a man worthy and fitting 
‘to become his successor. 

Honors and adulation only ac- 
jcentuated his devotion to duty. Ele- 
‘vated to the purple by Pius XI in 
(1929, Pacelli flung himself into the 
‘arduous work of the foreign office, 
of the church, to which were add- 
ed the manifold duties of Papal 
Chamberlain. 

Pacelli traveled much, and of 
his missions abroad we shall speak 
later. The most important of his 
recent visits was the one to the 
United States two years ago, when 
he met President Roosevelt, for 
whom Pacelli has great admiration 
and respect. 

Despite his intensive work, Pa- 
celli found time for physical ex- 
ercise, performing calisthenics ev- 
ery morning upon rising and every 
night before retiring, although in 
his youth he was frail and sickly. 

It remains to be seen whether 
the increased labors of the pontifi- 
cate will interfere with his rigid 
routine of physical treatment. Now 
robust and vigorous, it is+«to be 
foreseen that he will have before 
him a long rule, arduous with many

A modern touch in Pacelli’s per- 
sonality was recognized by Pius 
XI upon Cardinal Pacelli’s return 
from America in 1937, when he pre- 
sented his Secretary of State with 
a gold medal bearing the inscrip- 
tion “The Trans-Atiantic Pan- 
American Cardinal.” 

An accomplished linguist, besides 
Italian, Pius XII knows French, 
English, German, Spanish and Por- 
tuguese, all of which he speaks flu- 
ently, and a little Magyar, one of 
the most difficult of the world’s 
more complicated tongues. 

A great influence in Pacelli’s 
early life was the serene Donna 
Virginia Graziosi, his noble-born 
mother, who died many years ago

while Pacelli was a comparatively 
young man. She it was who influ- 
enced him towards the church. 

Pacelli spent the early years of 
his life in typical Roman environ- 
ment. He lived in an old, modest 
home on the Via Della Vetriana, in 
one of the most democratic of the 
city’s quarters near the church, 
which, although centuries old, is 
called “Chiesa Nuova.” 

This church, in whose shadow 
and protective precincts Pacelli 
grew to young manhood, steeped in 
the legends of Saint Fillipo Neri, 
was the scene of the first mass 
celebrated by the youth who was 
to become Pope. Long after he 
was ordained he frequented that 
church and I recall I listened to a 
panegyric on Saint Neri on his 
feast day, May 26. Among those 
present in reverent prayer we dis- 
covered Giacomo Della Chiesa, then 
a simple Monsignor, whe later was 
to be crowned Pope Benedict the 
Fifteenth. 

Young Pacelli pursued his classi- 
cal studies in the Royal Lyceum 
“Ennio Quirino Visconti.” He pro- 
gressed to another typical Roman 
institution, “Capranica College’”— 
founded in the middle of the fif- 
teenth century by the famous Car- 
dinal Domenico Capranica and con- 
sidered the leading ecclesiastical in- 
stitution in the world and the old- 
est.

ACELLI attended at the same 
Prime classes in ecclesiastics in 

the Pontifical Gregorian Univer- 
sity, directed by Jesuit fathers. He 
remained in this college only one 
year, as his health had become en- 
dangered by overwork. 

It was very difficult then, and 
still is today, to obtain authoriza- 
tion to prepare oneself for religious 
life without entering a seminary or 
ecclesiastical college, but such was 
the earnestness and will of the 
Pacelli family that young Eugenio 
was authorized to continue his 
studies to prepare himself for the 
priesthood without being obliged to 
follow the usual seminary route. 

He attended the course at the 
Antheneum of the Pontifical Semi- 
nary in Rome. Alone his intelli- 
gence, his brilliant conception, his 
assidiousness impressed his teach- 
ers so that as soon as he earned 
his doctorate in philosophy, theolo- 
gy, economic and civil law he was 
immediately offered a chair in the 
faculty of law. 

It was for a very brief time— 
only a few lessons—because, as we 
shall see, he was at once called to 
another field of activity. These les- 
sons were sufficient to impress his 
pupils and bring forth their deep- 
est admiration for their teacher. 

He did not content himself with 
mere =xplanation of the subject in 


F Pius XII’s love of flying 
| is to be taken as an index to 
his inclination to depart from 
the conventional, then it can be 
safely predicted that innovya- 
tions will be many within the 
historic walls of the Holy See. 
As early as 1920, when flying 
was in its infancy, commercial- 
ly speakigg, the new Pope flew 
at every apfortunity.

its traditional form, but strove to 
revise, modernize and harmonize 
theory with current events. He did 
not disdain to bring into the class- 
room, together with his textbooks, 
the daily newspapers when these 
contained matter which touched 
the law of the church, 

From that date to this he dis- 
played those amazing qualities 
which were to affirm themselves 
with such great success in the 
steady, unaltering, though perhaps 
unconscious, march upward to the 
highest place the church or state 
can offer mortal man. 

A vivid picture of Pacelli as an 
earnest youth is left in the words 
of Prof. Antonio Neviani, his school- 
master from 1892 to 1895. 


Prof. Neviani writes: “He was 
serious, studious and very intelli- 
gent. I am 81 years old and have 
taught more than one generation 
of scholars but of all these most 
clear in my mind’s eye is young 
Pacelli—tall for his age, rather 
thin, already wearing glasses.” 

Neviani pays tribute, too, to the 
warm geniality of which Pacelli is 
capable and to his loyalty as a 
friend and student. The good pro- 
fessor continues: 

“I met him (Pacelli) onge after 
he had gone to higher tasks during 
a meeting of the Pontifical Acad- 
emy of Science. My pupil was then 
a Cardinal and I confess I felt a 
little shy in bringing myself to his 
notice after the lapse of so many 
years. But as soon as he caught 
sight of me he strode toward me 
and shook me warmly by the hand 
with greatest affection.” 

It was in his early years that 
young Eugenio took the turning at 
crossroads of manhood which led 
him into the field where he grew 
into a man called by many one of 
the greatest diplomats of modern 
times. 


No sooner was he ordained as & 
priest, at the age of 23, than he 
was called to the Congregation of 
Extraordinary Ecclesiastical Af- 
fairs, a high consultative body of 
the Vatican Secretariat of State. 
It is this body whieh untangles the 
snarled skeins of economical juris- 
prudence and policies evolve from 
its solution of problems. It was 
founded by Pius VII at a_ time 
when the Church was seeking a 
concordat with Napoleon Bona- 
parte for the establishment of the 
Catholic Church in revolution-torn 
France, 

So valuable was the work of this 
congregation to prove itself to be 
in that critical time it became a 
permanent instrument of the Vati- 
can department of state. It was 
in this milieu that young Pacelli 
mastered the mechanics of foreign 
affairs and learned how to use the 
tools of diplomacy—tact, wisdom 
and intelligence..This congregation 
has for many decades been the 
training school for future diplo- 
mats of the Holy See and it has 
been the nurtured nest of bright 
young men of whom Pacelli was’a 
most brilliant fledgling. 

The story is told that one day a 
master of the secretariat, Cheva- 
lier Alberto Tuzo, coming upon a 
group of black-frocked stripling 
diplomats, called out to them in 
paternal admonition: “Forward, 
my fine young men. You are like 
soldiers of Napoleon. Each of you 
carries the baton of a field mar- 
shal in your knapsack.” 


In that group which this gnarled, 
shrewd old man addressed there 
was a priest who carried in his 
pocket the white zuchetto of the 
Papacy. 

These times were the golden days 
of the Pontificate of Leo the Thir- 
teenth. The Cardinal Secretary of 
State then was the celebjated Ram- 


polla Del Pinardo, who after the 
death of Leo would have become 
Pope but for the veto of Franz 
Joseph, Emperor of Rustria. 

Great names and great figures 
of the Holy Church cast their 
shadows protectively over the 
fledgling diplomat during this 
formative time of his career. To 
mention ome secretary for extraor- 
dinary ecclesiastical affairs there 
was Archbishop Pietro Gasparri, 
the diplomat who was later to be- 
come Cardinal and subsequently 
Secretary of State of the two men, 
Benedict the Fifteenth and Pius the 
Eleventh, who moulded the mature 
life of Pacelli and raised him up- 
ward toward the goal he reached 
recently, 

While still an earnest henchman 
at the work-table of diplomacy, 
Pacelli was called to a professor- 
ship in the Antheneum of the Pon- 
tifical Seminary in Rome. Gaspar- 
ri, his immediate superior, told him 
to express his thanks for the honor 
but to vouchsafe the quiet seclu- 
sion of scholasticism for more fruit-

Thus Pacelli, though enmeshed in 
the foreign affairs of the Holy See, 
had at the same time a direct link 
with civilian life and gradually at- 
tained that great gift known as 
“The common touch.”

DWELT on this significant phase 
| « Pacelli’s life and work to give 

you a vivid picture of how a 
priestly seedling grew to a sturdy 
oak of the Church. I have avoided 
for the moment dates at which the 
young sapling reached those stages 
in his growth to summarize them 
here better to give you a picture of 
his rapid rise. I shall return ina sub- 
sequent chapter to the early stages 
of Pacelli’s life, his environment, 
those influences of home and family 
and the seminary which fed his 
spiritual roots. ' 

As an aid to chart his life's 
course, here are landmarks to guide 
us: 

He was ordained in 1899 at the 
age of 23. In the next year he be- 
came an apprentice at the Vatican 
Secretariat of State. 

In 1903 he spent a fleeting month 
or sO as an assistant in canon law 
at Gregorian University. And it 
was in that same year that Gas- 
parri, Knowingly or unknowingly, 
set the compass of Pacelli’s life. 

By 1914 the brown-eyed, be-spec- 
tacled intent young man had trav- 
elled very far, for he was made Sec- 
retary of the Congregation for Ex- 
traordinary Ecclesiastical Affairs, 
and in the same year he was named 
domestic prelate of Saint Ives. 

Pacelli’s great opportunity, how- 
ever, came three years later, in 
1917, when he journeyed to Munich 
as Papal Nuncio while the world 
quivered under the impulse of war. 
In 1925 he concluded the concordat 
between the Holy See and Bavaria, 
and immediately thereafter, in the 
same year, he was appointed nun- 
cio to Berlin. 

In 1929 he concluded the concor- 
dat with Prussia, and on December 
16, 1929, he was given the beretta 
of the cardinalship. 

In February, 1930, Pacelli suc- 
ceeded Gasparri as Secretary of 
State and was named Achbishop 
of St. Peter's. In 1933 he made 
the concordat with Baden. On Sept. 
10, 1933, he signed the historic con- 
cordat with the German Reich. 

Previously, in June, he signed 
the pact with Austria which was 
ratified as a concordat May 1, 1934. 
He officiated at the opening and 
closing of the Holy Door during 
the Holy Years of 1933 and 1934. 
In October, 1934, he was Papa! Le- 
gate to the Eucharistic Congress 
in Buenos Aires, following which 
he made his tour of South Amer- 
ica. 

In 1935 he was made Legate to 
Lourdes and in 1936 he went to the 
United States on a “private vaca- 
tion,” which was followed by jour- 
neys to Lisseux and Paris. 

As Papal Chamberlain he took 
over the duties of Pope on Feb. 
11, 1939, and last Thursday was 
unanimously elected to succeed 
Pius Al,
